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- Barbaric treatment of countless thousands of citizens has now became the 
official policy of the United States Government. 

Not since Hitler has any government used human guinea pigs. But in the 
name of "science” and "progress" our government has undertaken to leam just 
how much abuse vast numbers of Oklahomans can be talked into tolerating. 

At stake initially is a minimum of a billion dollars, mostly the taxpayers", 
the rest stockholders’, in a program to build a commercial transport that will 
fly faster than the speed of sound. No one knows how many billions will be 
involved if the project continues. 

With expert agreement on the fsct that public revulsion over the shatter- 
ing effects of the sonic boom can and likely would result in the failure of the 
venture, the Federal Aviation Agency has determined to find out, not what the 
sonic boom can and does do - that is only too well known - but whether, again 
as Hitler did, they can bamboozle and cajole the public ihto accepting its own 
abuse as in "the national interest". 



The conning of the citizens of Oklahoma and the national press began a few 
weeks before the actual tests. These will mm for 26 weeks, beginning February 
3, unless an outraged citizenry breaks the propaganda barrier. The half-million 
population of Oklahoma City and countless thousands of others in the hundreds of 
square miles surrounding the city were ’Volunteered" for the "test" by community 
leaders. 



With ever increasing frequency and intensity, they will be subjected to 
sudden, unexpected shocking explosions. That is what the sonic boom is - a 
powerful shock wave that can rock tall buildings, make the earth quiver and 
sh8ke, shatter windows, and terrify people. Malay, especially the young, aged 



and Kill, may be panic stricken. 

What is to be learned is whether the propaganda barrange of "national 
interest" and the care with which the tests have been planned can curb protests 
to the point government officials consider "acceptable”. 




Sonic boom effects are well known to Airforce. They have paid about 
#3,000,000.00 in claims, moitly for glass. Many illustrative cases available, 
such as hysterical wanen and children in Baltimore; destruction of all airport 
8nd much of community glass at dedication of “ill Rogers Airport; shattering

of glass, twisting of window framp and even collapsing of terminal wall at 
dedication of Ottawa airport. 

Air Force cannot identify sources of many sonic booms, including in the 
Washington area, and complaints already jeopardize some defense necessities. 

Claims 8 re now collectable only if Air Force is charitable. They may 
be completely non-collectible when the supersonic commercial transport is fly- 
ing. The law is unclear and outdated. 

In pushing program &r SST, government officials have lied, distorted 
and deceived, including Congress. 

Aviation safety is not increasing, and the SST may be even less safe. 

It is planned to fly two or three times the speed of sound and to be longer and 
heavier than any current plane. It may be uninsursble, or could ruin insurance 
companies. Its unavoidable shock waves will be more powerful than any yet made 
by military planes. 

The actual cost of individual SST’s has been estimated up to over 
#40,000,000.00, not counting developmental costs of a billion or more. Airport 
operators fear it and some have already banned it. It will fit only some "in- 
ternational” airports. 

It may be an economic disaster. It will be of monumental inefficiency, 
with very small carrying capacity and high operating cost. 

It poses special threats to farmers, some of whom it may ruin. It will 
blanket vast areas of the country with the horrible boom - belts as much as 200 
miles wide end from coast to coast. 

Reasons advanced for the need of the SST are not convincing , and one 
prominent economist, Paul Ssmuelson, says there is no economic need for it and 
it is a waste of money.
